STIRS RABBIS’ CONFERENCE. 


A’ Commission ts to Consider Meas- 
ures. Urged by Dr. Wise. 


DETROIT, July 6—A commission of 
ten rabbis, members of the Central Con- 
férence of American Rabbis, now in ses- 
sion here, to -be appointed, it was 
announced today, to consider the ques- 
tion of placing the conference on record 
as. favoring or opposing the minimum 
wage and other measures which Rabbi 
Stephen’ S. Wise of New York advo- 
cated in an address last night. 

Rabbi Wise attacked what he called 
the “reactionary’’ members of the 
conference and.demanded the adoption 
of the report of the Committee on.the 
Synagogue: and Industrial: Relations, 
which was submitted by Rabbi Solomon 
Foster of Newark, N. J. : 

“What you want us to. do,” said 
Rabbi: Wise, *‘is to cater to the wealthy 
employers of labor, who so largely sup- 
port the synagogue. You are afraid of 
what the rich may say-if we take a 
stand for social and economic ustice. 
You. quote the Scriptures that * ustice, 
justice shalt thou preach,’ but you 
are afraid to practice what you preach.

principles of the minimum wage, indus- 
insurance, .workmen’s compensa- 

tion, . old-age pensions, prohibition of

lowa Act Conflicts with U. S. Con- 
stitution,. Federal Judges Hold. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, July 6.— Iowa’s 
“blue-sky ”’ law, providing for. the reg- 
ulation of investment.companies, was 
held unconstitutional today by Walter I.

CLEARING FOR THE NATION. 

“The Controller of the-Currency has 
asked the banks an elaborate series of 
questions for the sake of getting ‘in- 
formation for the use of the Federal 
Reserve. system. Pending the replies 
of the banks the best information on 
this line of thought is to be found in 
THe ANNALIST’s afalysis of the ac- 
counts of five leading banks of this 
city. It was already known that nine- 
tenths of the business of the country 
was done by checks. This proportion 
grows with the proportions of the 
business done. Of the deposits in 
these five leading banks not even 1 
per cent. is in cash. It is new knowl- 
edge that 29 per cent.-of the checks 
deposited are on the banks which pay 
them. That is to say, the biggest 
bank busthess'is dohe by a mere off- 
setting: of book entries, no currency 
being used. Two-thirds of the. busi- 
ness of these banks was done in the 
same way, through the Clearing 
House. Not less surprising and im- 
portant is the extent to which out-of- 
town banks transact their business 


with their New York correspondents | ; 


in New York.funds. The business of 
these banks averaged but a little less 
than $100,000,000 daily for ten days, 
or something short of a billion. Of 
that total the items of exchange re- 


through the Clearing House were even 
smaller than the amount of cash re- 
ceived on depdsit, being only $6,426,657 
of inland exchange. Only one bank 
reported any checks drawn for ex- 
change on interior institutions. Sub- 
stantially the entire demand for. in- 
land exchange was for ‘exchange. at

stage. 

Speaker after speaker declared intoler- 
able the lengths to which ¢ertain man- 
agers have been going and resented as 
@ national disgrace the failure of the 
police to suppress the vile shows which, 
they said; gave a wholly false impres- 
sion of Fretich character to the foreign- 
ers who alo a the great majority of 
their patrons.‘Several of the Parisian 
papers have promptly taken the side of 
decéney, and the comments of Le Temps 
aré especially vigorous. The plays in 
question, it says, aré not only ignoble; 
they are stupid, and they make no ap- 
peal to ‘‘the true Paris, which knows 
how to work cheerfully and to amuse 
itself with good taste.” 

M. ArtHova Merek, the dramatic critic, 
writing in the same paper, also laments 
the tendency to’ substitute the nude for 
ingenuity of construction and original- 
ity, and rather ruefully tells of an at- 
tempt made by himself to turn the tide 
in. another. direction by writing and 
causing to bé -performed a play that 
would oppose to loose morals, free unions, 
and intellectual anarchy, something of 
restraint, discipline, and. tradition. His 
play was not a success, but this, he in- 
Sists, was because it lacked dramatic ex- 
cellence, he having succeeded in making 
it’a ‘‘ good "play in only one sense, in- 
stead of the necessary two. 

Of course no dramatic work will stuc- 
ceed anywhere merely because its plot 
and characters are ‘“‘respectable”’’ and 
its “Jesson’’ edifying.. It may. be all 
that anid still be>s6. dull and tiresome 
that few or rione will pay to seé it. Ag 
M. Murer writes: ‘The public has not 
responded to my call because I am only 
an amateur playwright. But let a pro- 
fessional of the new school, one who 
knows how to reform the French stage, 
put his dramatic powers to‘the servide 
of ideas that ought to be the atmosphere 
of the theatre and are demanded by ail 
honest people—then the. public will 
come.”’

it #ent back to China, We ought not to be 
allowed tv éhrich ourselves in this day and 
generation simply because 4 country 15 
weak and fot able entirely to take care of 
itself. Certainly suth things do nét velong 
to this day and. generation: f am undef the 
impression that if,a band of robbers should. 
announce an auction sale of godds stolen 
from the home of J. erpont Morgan , 
steps would be taken to prevent it by. ofie 
of our coufts. The time must sd0n tome 
when the American Conscience, as. well as 
the Buropean corisciencé, is trained to 
réalize that the robbing of & nation and of 
@ nation’s monuments is as bad as robbing 
an individual. 

While I was in America the last time I 
went to one of the Christian ‘‘ Summer As- 

sémblies’ Camp Grounds **-and saw there @ 
mdénument that had been originally in China 
and brought to this coufitry after the Boxer 
trouble. I personally protested to those in 
charge of the grounds as a Christian atid 
as & missibnary against permitting this on 
the grounds, but the protest was tiot ac- 
cepted and it still stands. What can be the 
effect upon the Chinese students there at 
the Missionary Conference when they see 
such things as this? 


The lives of Americans in China, 
American influerice, and the welfare of 
American institutions there are involved 
in this matter of plundering the Chinese 
people. Western peoples, because of the 
supetior strength everywhere radiating 
from their organized civilization, easily 
find devices for continuing this robbery 
after war has been-forgotten. A better 
appreciation of China and her people 
than is exemplified in robbery is ex- 
pressed in the letter of Alex Del Mar, 
President of the Latin-American Cham- 
ber of Commerce in this city, suggesting 
what our attitude should be, which I 
have just réceived. He says: 

Tis country, indeed all America, is es- 
pecially interested in the subject. There are 
many indications that Cathayans penetrated 
America long before Columbus. sought to 
penetrate’ Cathay; and. we, as Americans 
generally, have a profound interest in pre- 
serving the antiquities of this ancient coun- 
try. Many of the inventions which the 
Arabians brought from China to Europe, as 
the decimal system, felted paper, printing, 
the mariner’s compass, gunpowder, &c., 
have afforded valuable aids to the progress 
of our civilization. We are largely indebted 
to China for astronomical data and re- 
search, The Indian Caliyuga came through 
China; the solar eclipses of Confucius have 
proved of. gteat utility to our astronomers, 
and Iam not at ali sure that the Dutch- 
men who transmitted the telescope to 
-Galileo did not get their ideas from the 
game region. _
